Resistance Will Bring Exposure. 

A message may come today, but its pur- 
port can have no weight. Hie elders and 
deputies united yesterday to drive him from 
power, to take over legally the $20,000,000 
property of Zion, and last of all to warn 
Dowie that any sign of resistance:on his part 
would result in exposure of secrets of his 
private life. 

In thees actions not only the leaders and 
the host of followers join, but Mrs. Dowie 
and Gladstone Dowie, themselves. Gladstone 
Dowie said he had ready affidavits to prove 
hig father a rascal, 

During the afternoon the name of Dowle— 
that famous, bold signature, * John Alex- 
ander ‘’’—-was torn from all the dead walls 
of Zion City. This was not done so much 
with a purpose of showing spite against the 
deposed,“ Elijah” as to protect the com- 
munity from legal tangles that might follow 
an effort on Dowile’s part to rehabilitate 


himself in power. . 


Massmeeting Confirms Action. 
A masemeeting of the Zionites in the Shiloh 
tabernacle last night was confirmatory ofthe 
sentiment expressed Sunday evening and 


' throughout yesterday. All are agreed that 
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Dowie has run his race. 


The leaders agerted that the old man |= 


‘wéulad He cated for until the end of his days— 
but modestly, economically—as a ward of the 
church and not as its leader. 

Silent prayer followed the reading of a 
stinging telegram that had been sent during 
the day to Dr. Dowie, suspending him from 
membership in the church for “ polygamous 
teaching and other grave charges.”’ 

The telegram also protested against 
Dowie'’s extravagance, hypocrisy, misrepre- 
sentation, exaggeration, misuse of invest- 
ment, tyranny, and injustice. 


Meeting Prays and Cheers. 

For two minutes 4,500 people prayed silent- 
ly. Then, when Overseer Excell told how all 
the property in Zion City had been turned 
over to Deacon Alexander Granger, financial 
manager, to be devoted to honest purposes 
and for the benefit of Zion, the thousands 
cheered for several minutes. * 

The meeting began with the reading of ap- 
propriate verses of scripture. Mrs. Jane 
Dowle read: “ Thou shalt not bear false wit- 
ness against thy neighbor.” 

“No man can serve two masters,” read 
Deacon J. G, Speicher. 

But no one read the verse upon which Dowle 
based his private teaching of polygamy, al- 
though it was recalled by many who thronged 
the tabernacle. It appears at the head of

Dowle condemned@in no uncertain voice ' 
by many of the speakers. The reading of an 
inventory of his household furniture, amount- 
ing to $154,000 In value, followed as one of the 
convincing exhibitions of extravagance ina 
frugal community. 


Voliva Tired Out. 


Voliva had slept but eight hours déut of the 
last forty-eight, and during the forty re- 
maining hours he had spent much time in 
aidressing hie vast congregation, the remain- 
der being passed in close conferences with 
his assistants and in severe application to 
business matters. He was unable to preside 
over the meeting and Overseer Excell acted 
as his mouthpiece, being prompted frequently 
@uring his rémarks. Voliva remained sitting 
in hie great chair on the platform, on his 
right hand Overseer Jane Dowie, and on the 
other, Overseer W. H. Piper of the Chicago 
sé company.” 

Excell, in opening the meeting, explained 
that it was the usual custom for conferences 
of the officers of the church to open with 
readings of bible texts, and he handed each 
of the overseers the reference, which they 
readinturn. Those of Mrs. Dowle and Over- 
seer Piper were greeted with cheers. They 
were: “Thou shalt not bear false witness 
against thy neighbor,” and “ Thou shalt not 
ateal.””

FIGHT DUEL IN A ‘SCHOOL, | 


Teacher and Janitor Battle with 
Towel Roller and Fists. 


BOTH OUT IN ONE ROUND. 


Scores of Students Witness Encounter 
in Jefferson Institution Hallway. 


A duel fought In the hallway of the Jeffer- 
son High school with a hundred scared pu- 
pills involuntarily pressed into the service as 
seconds and witnesses will be the subject of 
the next investigation conducted by the 
board of education. The principals were 
Thomas Henry Furlong, instructor of chem- 
istry at the school, and John Halversen, 
school janitor and veteran of two wars. 

The conflict took place yesterday morn- 
ing just before the gong was rung calling 
the school children to their desks. Towel 
rollers were used as weapons. The duel 
was of short duration and honors seem to 
have been divided. 


Resemble Two Heidelberg Students. 

A few hours later the combatants appeared 
before President Edward Tilden of the schoo! 
board to make explanations. Both resembled 
Heidelberg students. Instructor Pwurlong 
wore two long, wide pieces of surgeon's plas- 
ter on the crown of his head and several 
bumps not catalogued by the phrenologists. 

Janitor Halversen removed hie hat and 
pointed to a.mound on the top of his head. 
His right eye was partly closed and encircled 
blotches the color of indigo. He complained 
of a severely wrenched shoulder, @ strained 
wrist, andtwo aching ribs. Instead of claim- 
ing victory, each combatant asserted that he 
got the worst of the encounter. 


Tilden Unable to Give Decision. 

After he had listened to the testimony of 
both men President Tilden professed his in- 
ability to decide which of the combatants had 
provoked the trouble or struck the first blow. 
He preémptorily suspended both the instruc- 
tor and the janitor, and instructed the schoo! 
management committee to place Furlong on 
trial, and the buildings and grounds commit- 
tee to hear the case of Halversen. 

“They had a vicious fight, it seems,” de- 
clared President Tilden, “ but the honors 
seem to have been divided. Atatime when 
we are working to maintain better discipline 
in the schools and following the discovery 
that feude exist between a number of schools, 
and that pupils have been found Carrying 
weapons, it is a bad thing for two men, who 
should set a good example to the school chil- 
dren, to get mixed up in an affair of this sort. 

“Tt seems the. :be puplis took some gymna- 
sium apparatus into the yard, and the janitor 
took it back. It appears that Furlong ques- 
tioned the janitor’s authority, and the jan- 
itor pointed to the rules, which provide that 
the janitors shall have contro! of the school 
buildings in the absence of the principal. 
Then came the fight.’ 


First Round Is Grueling. 

Both combatants claimed that the frst 
blow was struck by the other. Whoever 
struck the first blow, it appears thet during 
the firet round Furlong grabbed up @ towel 
roller and hit Halversen on the head with it. 
Halversen then pursued Furlong upstairs into 
the entrance hall of the school, disarmed the 
instructor, and struck him a blow om the 
head with the same weapon. Halversen as- 
serted that while he was pursuing Furlong up

FIREWORKS AND ORATORY 
WIND UP THE CAMPAIGN. 


Massmeeting in South Side Turner Hall 
for Ald. Dixon — Hamilton Club in 
Charge in Library Hall, Austin. 


The campaign of Ald. Dixon of the Second 
ward for re@lection ended in a blaze of fire- 
works and oratory last night, and South 
State street looked as if a real battle had 
been fought there.

Charges of Irregularities Rife at the

Nowhere in the city is the eléction today cer- 
tain to prove so strenuous as in the Nine- 
teenth ward, where the Bowler-O’ Donnell 
fight, with Ald. Powers and Mayor Dunne as 
active participants, has engendered a bitter- 
ness unprecedented for that stormy district. 

Charges of irregularity have been rife for 
the last week, and if one-tenth of them crop 
out in the various precincts there. will be 
fights a plenty. To make the situation even 
more strained, O'Donnell has been “euchred”’ 
out of his challengers by Ald. Powers, demo- 
cratic ward committeeman, who has given 
Bowler the right to name them. 

Altogether the prospect for trouble was so 
promising that Chief Collinge increased the 
Maxwell street detail from 80 to 120 men last 
night, so that every polling place wil! have 
from two to three bluecoats on guard, with a 
large reserve on duty at the station, 

Last night all three factions claimed the 
victory, Bowler and O’Donnell both in a way 
that evidenced their determination to be 
“shown ” before acknowledging defeat. 


Betting Favors Bowler. 


What little betting thefe was favored 
Bowler by two toone. His chances are con- 
sidered better than O’ Donnell’s on acconnt of, 
first, the superior organization behind him; 
second, the possession of the challengers; 
third, the influence of Ald. Powers, who is 
‘* good for ” at least 1,200 votes; and, finally, 
his strength with the Italians, who will poll 
something bike 2,500. Of this he is expected to 
get at least 70 per cent “east of Halsted 
street.” 

“T believe that I will be elected alderman 
with a total vote of 3,500," said Bowler last 
night, “conceding 2,300 to O'Donnell and 
1,900 to Abern, the republican nominee,”’ 

“T'll carry every precinct in the ward but 
the Second,’ was O’ Donnell’s sweeping pre- 
diction. “ What fignres? O, I have not fig- 
ured it up as closely asthat. But you mark 
my words, I shall defeat Bowler and Powers 
in their home precincts.” 

Ahern's chances have dwindled, owing to 
lack of funds. Since Saturday the head- 
quarters at Halsted and Harrison streets 
have been closed’ and the candidate has 
trudged alone through the west end of the 
ward, where he expects to poll the norma! 
republican vote. 

“IT am confident of making a good show- 
ing,” said Ahern. ‘I believe I shall get the 
2,000. republican voters and at least 1,000 of 
the better element among the democrats. 
If I do I shall win,”’ 


Bowler’s Headquarters Busy. 

Bowler’s headquarters at 250 South Haleted 
street have had all the fervor of a “ good 
government’’ movement with from twenty 
to thirty young men, most of them members 
of the Hull House Men’s club, working like 
beavers. Altogether it has been in marked 
contrast with the stillness in the Republican 
quarters and the loafing in the O'Donnell

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GOAL STRIKE 0 BE LONG. 


ILLINOIS OPERATORS MEET AND 
PREPARE FOR IDLENESS. 


Mine Owners Believe the Shutdown 
Will Last Far Into Summer—Com- 
Herman Justi Denies 
Statements Issued by President 
Mitchell — Several Hundred Em- 
ployes of Kailroads Laid Of Be 
cause of Cessation of Fuel Trafic. 


Preparations for a long strike in the bitu- 
minous coal fields will be made today at the 
meeting of the Illinois Coal Operators’ asso- 
clation at the Auditorium hotel. The mine 
owners have changed their opinions regard- 
ing a short suspension of mining and now 
believe that the shutdown will last far into 
the summer. 

Telegraphic communications received from 
all parts of the affected districts in Ilinols, 
Iowa, Indiana, and western Kentucky by 
Herman Justi, labor commissioner for the 
Illinois Association of Operators were said 
to show that the large operators are standing 
firmly together. 

“If this is true,” said Mr. Justi, ‘ there is 
no telling when the strike will end. The op- 
erators are preparing to withstand a long 
shutdown,” . 


‘Questions Mitchell’s Statements. 


Mr. Justi said there was no truth in the 
statements made by President John Mitchell 
to the effect that the operators in various sec- 
tions are weakening. The reports, he said, 
evidently were sent out from the minework- 
ers’ national headquarters in Indianapolis for 
the purpose either of confusing or deceiving 
the public. 

He pointed out the fact that, while Presi- 
dent Mitchell announced that the miners’ 
demands had been met by the operators of 
western Kentucky and Iowa, the conferences 
in these two states have not yet been held. 
The Kentucky operators and miners will 
meet in Louisville next Thursday, while the 
Iowa conference begifis today. 

“TI have a telegram from John P. Reece, 
commissioner of the Iowa Coal Operators’ 
association,” said Mr. Justi, ‘in which he 
says that the operators of that state have not 
yet decided upon a policy. 

' “The statement that a number of inde- 
pendent operators had signed or were making 
a mad rush to reach the miners’ offices to 
sign the scale,”’ he said, “also is without 
foundation.”’ 

Mr. Justi admitted that four independent 
operators in southern Illinois have yielded 
to the mimers. In these mines, he said, 500 
men are employed. The largest company 
which has given way is the:Tuxhorn Coal 
company of Springfield, employing 250 min- 
ers, and supplying fuel to the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton an@ Dayton railroad. 

It developed that there is some uncertainty 
regarding. the intention of the Illinois Col- 
leries company, the Robbins property in this 
state, to operate its mines at Verdon. Re- 
ports were received in Chicago that the mules 
have been hoisted from the shafts, which is 
an indication of a long suspension of work. 

Late last night Mn Justi réceived the fol- 
lowing telegram from Pittsburg, O.: 

“ The independent operators, representing 
20,000,000 tone of coal, adjourned without 
action after the signing of the scale.”’ 

According to’Mr. Justi, the scale was that 
which wag proposed by President Mitchei} of 
the miners several days ago, and which Rob- 
bins of the Pennsylvania operators agreed to 
sign. 

“The fact that the independent operators 
adjourned without taking action means 
much,” said Mr. Justi. “‘I do not know 
what the next move will be.’’ 


Indiana Operators United. 


Word came from President J. C. Kolsem of 
the Indiana Coal Operators’ association that 
no member of that body yet has signed the 
miners’ scale or contemplated yielding to the 
strikers’ demands. J. H. McClellan of the In- 
diana block coal district made a similar state- 
ment. The Indiana operators will meet next 
Thursday at Terre Hayte to lay plans for the 
long siege expected at oa state. 

According to state ts made by operators 
the coal consumers at large and not the rail- 
roads will have an opportunity to obtain most 
of the fuel stored within the last three 
months. It is said the law prevents the rall- 
roads from eonfiscating any coal except that 
in transit and does not permit the taking of 
coal stored elther at the mines or at the 
terminal railyards. 

“ Eight hour” day was celebrated yester- 
day by the mineworkers all over the country.

ginia company, in Williamson county, and 
the Minonk company, at Minonk, also have 
signed. 

Miners over the state today celebrated the 
anniversary of the eight hour day. The an- 
niversary was Sunday, but the miners post- 
poned the observance until today. 

A meeting of the executive board of the 
Illinois miners will held tomorrow, when 
the situation will be reviewed and the policy 
to be followed while the strike exists will be 
mapped out. It is understood that the execu-

ECONOMIST ATTACKS UNIONS; 
SAYS THEY DECREASE WAGES. 


Prof. J. Laurence Laughlin Declares La- 
bor Organizations Tend to Lower the 
Standard of Living of Workmen. 


rr 


Prof. J. Laurence Laughlin, head of the 
political economy department of the Uni- 


versity of Chicago, attempts to prove, in an 


article in the current number of the Journal 
of Political Economy, issued yestérday from 
the University of Chicago press, that trades 
unionism tends to decrease wages and lower 
the workingman’s standard of living. 

Seven pointe are enumerated by Prof. 


> Laughlin, who now is lecturing tn Germany, 


showing that the unions are working against 
their own cause. They are: 

1. The unions have stimulated rather than at- 
tempted to remove the antagonistic class feeling 
between the employer and the employé. 

2. The unions have encouraged the theory of a 
right to ownership tn the product made by labor, 
capital, and management. ' 

8. The unions feed their members chiefly on so- 
cilalistic and un-American literature. 

4. They have approved the mistaken policy of 
“making work ’’ (restriction of the output). 

5. The unions bave)wrongly based their whole 
course of action on the principle of a monopoly of 
the supply of laborers in a given occupation, In 
fact, the unions include only about 7 per cent of 
the total body of laborers. 

6. The outcome of such an attitude has been a 
series of acts of violence which have shocked the 
civilized. world. 

7. As a result of an erroneous theory of unions 
there has grown up a body of unwise and brutal 
leaders, demanded by the futile policy of an in- 
defensible monopoly. Wrong-headed leaders are 
the inevitable consequence of a wrongly devised 
theory of unionism. 

Prof. Laughlin states “the standard of 
living among workmen is higher than it 
has ever been before, higher than it is 
among most competing nations,”’ «nd that 
Cc. P. Shea, president of the Internationa] 
Brotherhood of Teamsters, ‘‘ represents the 
worst type of labor leader.’’ 

“It is a sad outlook for the honest ma- 
jority of the laboring class,’" he writes. 
“They are not to blame. Untrained in eco- 
nomic analysis, they necessarily trust them- 
selves to the policy set by their leaders. 
Corrupt leaders of this sort threaten em- 
ployers with strikes and obtain blackmail, 
which is appropriated for their personal use 
and indulgence. 

“ Leaders of this sort, who would never 
be trusted with a dollar in business life, find 
themselves in possession of tremendous 
power over the prosperity of great industrial 
concerns, over the convenience of the pub- 
lie, and over the security of women and 
children in the highways and busy streets 
of the community.”’

AYPERT ‘THIBR IN TOILS, 


CARBTAKER WHO TAKES $100,000 
FROM EMPIOYER ARRESTED. 


Thomas J. Wainwright, Formerly in 
Charge of Mansion of a Wealthy 
Minneapolis Resident, Captured in 
New York—Held for Taking Jew- 
els, Bric-n-Brac, and Many Other 
Works of Art, Together with Nego- 
tiable Papers, from Safety Box.

New York, April 2.—[Special.] — Charged 
with having stolen. jewelry, silverware, 
stocks, bonds, and other securities valued at 
over $100,000 from Dr. Nicholas J. Pinault, a 
well known surgeon of Minneapolis, Thomas 
J. Wainwright, who at one time was em- 
ployed as a caretaker by the doctor, was 
locked up at police headyuarters tonight. 
The arrest was made at the request of Chief 
Doyle of the Minneapolis police by Detec- 
tive Dougherty and Detective Sergeant 
Murphy of the central office. 

The police say Wainwright, who is 28 years 
old, and apparently a man of excellent edu- 
cation, is.known by a dozen aliases, and is 

ed ériminals in the 
country. 


Dr. Pinault is one of the weaarhdest citizens 
of Minneapolis, and his home at 1106 Mount 
Curve avenue is one of the finest in the city. 
Dr. Pinault usually spends his winters in 
Europe or in the south: Just before starting 
for Pass Christian, Miss., last winter the doc- 
tor engaged as caretaker of his Minneapolis 
home a young man who said that he was 
Thomas J. Wainwright, and that he was a 
lawyer temporarily out of practice. Wain- 
wright’s credentials were satisfactory, and 
Dr. Pinault turned his mansion and its val 
uable contents over to him without hesita- 
tion. Then the Pinault family departed for 
the south. 


Letter Arouses Suspicion. 


Toward the end of February Dr. Pinault 
wae astonished to receive from his Minneapo- 
Ns bankers a letter asking why it was that he 
wanted to sell certain valuable etock and 
bomds that had just been offered through a 
Minneapolis firm of brokers. The doctor 
knew that he had left the securities safely 
locked up in his safe deposit vault, and he 
started at once for Minneapolis to investi- 
gate. There he learned that his caretaker 
had disappeared and with him practically 
everything ‘of value in the Pinault maneion, 
as well as the contents of the dioctor’s safe 
in the deposit vaulk. 

The list of valuables stolen included dia- 
monds, rubies, an immense quantity of silver- 
ware, many priceless antiques, among them 
a watch once owned by Cardinal Richelieu, 
costly laces and furs, and several valuable 
oll paintings. Among the jewels was a dia- 
mond brooch valued at $10,000, an antique 
diamond. cross, @ pearl antique oross, a brace- 
bet set with diamonds and rubies, and a pearl 
pendant. These. last have all beem located 
in New York, Minneapolis, and Boston pawn- 


shops. 
Traced to New York. 

The investigation disclosed the fact, accord- 
ing to the police, that after leisurely stripping 
the Pinault mansion of such of its contents 
as he wanted Wainwright forged Pinault’s 
name to an order on the deposit company 
and thus gained access to the doctor’s safe, 
from which he abstracted such securities as 
he considered negotiable. 

Then on March 2 he started for New York. 
But his trunks were traced to this city and. 
later to Boston. Thetrunks wére rechecked 
for this city, reaching here the second time 
on March 10, and Wainwright was discov- 
ered living at a fashionable boarding house 
here. He was seized by detectives tonight 
as he went out of the house. On him was 
found a filled cartridge belt with two revol- 
vers fastened around his waist. When told 
that he was wanted for the Minneapolis rob- 
bery Wainwright exclaimed: 

“Well, you got here just in time. In two 
minutes more I would have been gone.” 

When searched at police headquarters 
Wainwright was found to have in his pos- 
session three gold watches, two of them of 
the kind carried by women; two gold watch 
chains, a diamond stud, two antique cameo 
pins, and other valuables.

In this book Mrs, Ware will bring out the 
biblical references made by Dowie, in advo-. 
cating polygamy. The most important of 
these is the following: 

“ And seven women shall take hold of one 
man, saying we will eat our own bread and 
wear our Own apparel; only let us be called 
by thy name to take away our reproach.’’— 
Isaiah iv., I. 

Mrs. Ware was exco icated from the 
church by Dowie and his overseérs after an 
all night meeting Dec. 81. The charge 
brought against her was that she had slan- 
dered Dr. Dowie. Mrs. Ware's friends last 
night declared that it was because she had 
exposed his polygamous teaching. 

Before the meeting of the overseers an 
effort was made to have Mrs. Ware sign a 
Statement, as follows: 

“I hereby declare that John Alexander 
Dowie is pure in thought and deed, and all 
that I have said againet him is untrue.” 

Mre. Ware refused to sign stich a statement, 
but signed one as follows: 

“I hereby deny that I have brought any 
charges against John Alexander Dowie.” 


Agnes Munro Met in Curious Way. 


Dowie met Agnes Munro in England in 1900. 
She was a famous Scotch singer. Dowie 
became acquainted with her in a curious way. 
He was anxious to meet King Edward, and 
was willing to pay $25,000 for the privilege. 
A famous physician whom he met at the 
Hotel Cecil suggested that Miss Munro could 
interest Earl Spencer. Earl Spencer pre- 
posed to the king that an audience be granted 
to Dowie, but the king declined. Miss Munro, 
however, received as her fee for interesting 
Earl Spencer $5,000, according to the report. 
In addition Dowie gave her a $1,200 harp, it 
is asserted, in London, with an appropriate 
verse signed “ Mizpah.” There was a good 
deal of talk at the Hotel Cecil about Miss 
Munro and Dowie. 

As to Dowile’s advocacy of polygamy, how 
that the ban of silence has been lifted, it is 
said that he argued it in season and out of 
seuson, to leaders of the church, to his wife 
and son, and to every one he came in contact 
with. His arguments were a mixture of his 
own ideas with those of Mohammedan gnd 
Mormon law givers. His initial argument 
always was that everybody should have as 
many children as possible. ‘ This argument 
used with young married women, it is said, 
was sometimes at variance with the sacred- 
ness of marriage as usually understood. 
Dowitle also argued that his church members 
throughout the world included many polyg- 
amists in Japan, China, and portions of Aus- 
tralia. 

The arguments were made to Deacons 
Speicher and Newcomb, to Overseers Brace- 
field, Excell, and Piper. They became most 
pronounced two years ago, and it is now be- 
lieved marked the beginning of the decline 
of Dowile’s reasoning powers. It was about 
the time that he assumed the rich theatrical 
robes of the first apostie 

The real reason why Deacon Speicher was 
deposed from the church by Dowie was his 
opposition to the polygamous teachings of 
Dowie. Overseer Voliva was well aware of 
this, and accordingly the first act that he daa 
after deposing Dowie was to restore Speicher. 


Wife and Son Threaten Exposure. 


Gladstone Dowie would let no one talk with 
his mother during the day. 

“ She is 50 distressed over the situation.” 
he said, “ that she is scarcely able to chikc: 
She is not in good health and would not have 
appeared at the meeting last nig ft had it not 
been necessary. 

“My mother and I will make public state- 
ments in a day or two, revealing everything, 
unless father is willing to withdraw quietly. 
I cannot tell what he will do. He is a man 
of violent témper when aroused, but if he 
does not accépt the situation, all will be 
‘revealed. It will not be pleasant for mother 
and myself and others, but we put our own 
feelings below the good of the community.” 

He would not discuss the details of the 
threatened exposure. 

“ Does it deal with Ruth Hofer?” he was 


, asked. 


“TJ will not discuss father’s relations with 
that woman,” he said. ‘“‘At the proper time 
a signed statement will be made. A good 
many~-things that have been said about Miss 
Hofer are ridiculous. Her private life would 
be iriteresting. She is the daughter of a 
Geneva Wine merchant, and was not worth 
more than $40,000 at the furthest. I don’t 
know where she is now and never want to 
see her again. She left here the week be- 
fore my father started for Jamaica.” 

Miss Hofer is now at Genoa, Italy. It was 
denied in Zion City that she had been to see 
Dowie in Jamaica. 

While refusing in a significant manner to 
say anything more about Miss Hofer, young 
Dowie denied tn an eMphatic manner that 
any scandal was attached to Mrs. Wareor

“My mother last heard from him three 
weeks ago,’’ he safd. 

He would rot tell what the letter contained. 
He said that it was interesting reading and 
would form part of the revelations that were 
under consideration. 


Dowie Lacks Funds for Litigation. 

Dr. Dowie kndws that the inmost secrets 
of his life will be made public ifhe attempts 
to clash with the present management of 
Zion City, but such a contingency has been 
considered by Voliva and his advisers. 

“What can Dowie do?” said Overseer 
Piper, coming out late fn the afternoon from 
the long conference. 

‘* He cannot possibly oust Granger without 
long litigation. Deacgn Granger is absolute- 
ly in eontrol of affairs, acting under Voliva. 
Dowie, has no money to engage in Htigation. 
He was without a cent when we sent him 
$1,000 to cover the expense of his trip from 
Jamaica to Mexico. That will soon be ex- 
hausted.”. This brought up. the subject of 
Dowitle’s future. 

‘“‘Dowle will be looked after,” said Piper. 
‘‘He will be pensioned. But he must live 
more economically in the future, like therest 
of us. He has been deposed entirely from 
ecclesiastical authority. There will be no 
more first apostle. The rich robes of that 
office never will be seen again in Zion City. 
The simple bishop’s robes we all wear will 
be the only mark of our rank in the future.”’ 

This was confirmed later by Voliva. Asked 
whether Dowie ever again would be allowed 
on the platform, he said that was a matter 
for the future to decide. 


Dowie’s Name Erased from Signs. 

The most startling evidence that Dowie’s 
rule in Zion City hase ended forever came 
in the afternoon, when a force of men was 
gent out under the direction of Voliva, V. V. 
Barnes, and Granger, to erase from every 
public building signs bearing the name of 
John Alexander Dowie. The men went first 
to Zion hospice with a large ladder and paint- 
ed out the name of the former “ First Apos- 
tle.’ From there they went to the Zion bank 
across the street, in the administration buud- 
ing,.and scratched from the doors and win- 
dows the gilt ‘letters “ John .Alexander 
Dowie.”’ 

Some affecting scenes were witnessea in 
connection with the ceremony. 

“ That's the last of Dowie,” said one woman 
who wore a shawl over her head. “I am 
sorry he could not be here to take his part.’ 

“ He always was good to me,” said a man 
wearing the cap of the once famous Zion 
guards. 

The workmen proceeded to the general 
stores, r@moving signs and finally to every 
sprinkling cart-and other vehicle. The name 
of Dowie was removed even from the ornate 
barrels scattered through the town as re- 
ceptacies for free offerings. 


Name Might Show Cwnership. 

It was said by Chief Counsel Barnes that 
the removal of Dowie’s name from every ob- 
ject in Zion City was necessary from a legal 
point of view, as its presence might be con- 
sidered in Htigation as establishing owner- 

ship. 

Dowile’s name has appeared on every piece 
of printed matter sent out from Zion City in 
the past as the result of his general order to 
make it certain in the public eye that none 
of Zion’s institutions was incorporated. 

The most striking object in the administra- 
tion building is the great photograph of 
corridor. It is 
marked, *‘ largest photograph in the world,” 
and was made by Dowle’s special order be- 
fore he made his disastrous visit to London 
several years ago. The advisability of re- 
moving this picture was discussed by the as- 
sembled overseers, but no action wag taken 
until Mrs. Dowle’s wishes could be learned 


more fully. 
All Property Deeded to ettiinel: 


It was to becertain that Dowie could gain 
nothing by revoking Voliva’s power of attor- 


I ney. Chief Counsel Barnes, accompanied by 


Deacon Judd, after an all night session, 
érove early in the morning to Waukegan, 
where they filed a bill of sale signed by 
Voliva as attorney in fact for Dowie, con- 
veying every dollar’s worth of church prop- 
erty in Zion City and in every part of the 
world to Deacon Alexander Granger, head 
of Zion’s financial institution. This bill of 
sale leaves the Dowle family, not even a stick 
of furniture. E-very article of value in the 
village passed into the hands of Granger. 
The property transferred to Deacon Gran- 
ger is valued at $20,000,000. It is figured that 
a syndicate would be willing to give that 
amount for Zion City and its factories. 
There is not a dissenting voice in Zion City 
from the policy that has been mapped out 
by Voliva and his advisers. The only per- 
son who objected to the new régime was 
Deacon Peters, formerly master of trans- 
portation of Zion City, who went to Ja- 
maica several weeks ago to acquaint Dowie 
with what was going on. Dowile's lengthy 
ts believed to have been inspired

He said 
that he would have left Zion City three years 
ago if it had not been for his mother. 

Of Dowie’s personal property turned over to 
Granger the most valuable is a magnificent 
library of books on religion, history, and 
biography in the most expensive bindings. 
A conservative estimate places its value at 
$60,000. -In these days it is spoken of as an 
example of Dowie’s extravagance.

Upheaval in the Community Leads Chi- 
cago Jobbers to Expect More 
Stable Conditions. 


Zion City’s credit among Chicago mer- 
chants was not shaken yesterday by the news 
of the upheaval! in the reigious community. 
Many jobbers expressed themselves as sat- 
isied that a more stable condition of affairs 
was in sight. It appeared to be a subject of 
general satisfaction among the men who 
forced the receivership that the reforms 
talked of during the last few months have 
been given such an impetus.

Council’s Power Established. 


“ In this connection it may be observed that

: . Biffect of Act of 1850. 

“Tn the act of 1859 the legislature did not 
assume. to fix independently the term for 
the use of the streets, but affirmed that which 
the common council had authorized the cor- 
porators to do, and gave euthority to confer 
a rights by agreement with the corpora- 

ons, 


“ In-the first grants after the passage of the 
act of Feb. 14, 1850, those of May 23, 1859, to 
the Chicago City railway company and the 
North Chicago City railway company, as we 
shall have occasion to show later, so far from 
acting upon the theory that the state had 
granted to the corporations the full right to 
use the streets for the corporate life of the 
companies and needed no permission from 
the city council other than such as desig- 
nated the streets and regulated administra- 
tive features; the council made and the com- 
panies accepted the ordinances which on the 
north side were for the term of twenty-five 
years, and no longer, and on the south and 
west aides for the term named in the act of 
1850, which had affirmed the grant from the 
counci] in thé ordinance of 1858. The south 
and west side ordinance, as its recitals show, 
was not only passed in pursuance of the 
act of Feb. 14, 1859 .but also by virture of the 
power and authority otherwise vested in the 
common council by its charter. 

“ Thereafter, and frequently until the pass- 
age of the act of 1865, the council made and 
the companies accepted specific ordinances 
fixing’ the time of occupancy, as had been 
@one in the original ordinances of May 23, 
1859. And neither before nor after the 
passage of the act of 1865 was the ninety-nine 
year term recognized or acted upon in ordi- 
nances granting the use of the street& 


Franchise of 1858 Outlined. 

“Under the ordinance of 1858 the council 
undertook to authorize the persons ramed 
to lay and operate’ a horse railway !a cer- 
tain streets of the city. This right, by the 
terms of the ordinance, was.granted for the 
period of twenty-five years, and until the 
common council, in the manner designated, 
should elect to purchase and pay for the 
property of the railway. con 

“Tf this ordinance had been without legis- 
lative authority previous to the act of Feb, 
14, 1850, that act constituted the. persons 
named in the ordinance of 1858, with one 
other, and their successors, a body politic 
and corporate under the name of the Chi- 
cago City railway company, fer tho term 
of twenty-five years, with all the powers inci- 
dent to such corporations. 

“The corporation was authorized to con- 
struct,. maintain, and operate a single or 
double track railway in the city of Chicago 
within. the present or future limits of the 
south or west divisions of the city. - 

“But the grant did not stop there. It was 
immediately qualified and limited by the 
authority given to the common council of 
the city, for it provided that this right to 
maintain and operate street railways was 
upon streets, etc., “as the common council 
of said city have authorized said corpo- 
rators, or any of them, or shall authorize 
sald corporation so to do, in such manner 
and upon such terms and conditions, and 
with such rights and privileges, as the com- 
mon council has or may, by contract with 
said parties, or any or either of them, pre- 
acribe.’ 

Rights Conceded to Company. 

“The corporation was given the right of 
eminent domain. Then, as to the action 
of the city, already taken under the ordi- 
nance of 1858, by section 7, all of the rights 
and privileges granted or intended so to be, 
to the incorporators and their asociates by 
the ordinances and amendments thereto 
passed by the council were approved and 
vested in the corporation. 

By section 10 of the act the North Chicago 
City railway company was incorporated. 
Is this act consistent with the theory that 
the full franchise of occupying and using the 
streets, without regard to authority from 
the court, except in designating streets, was 
vested by the state in the companies incor- 
porated? 

“This act conferred upon the railway com- 
panies, it is true, the right to use and occupy 
the’ streets of the city, but this right was 
upon the terms prescribed in the law. Con- 
ceding the plenary power of the legislature 
over the subject at that time and that fran- 
chises, broadly speaking, are rights and 
privileges conferred by the state and are 
derived from a grant of the sovereign power, 
nevertheless the state, while exercising its 
authority might give to the city such meas- 
ure of right and control in the matter as it 
saw fit. % 

City Given Exclusive Control. 

“The city is the corporate body directly 
interested In the use and control of the 
atreete. By the charter of 1851 exclusive con- 
trol over the streets was given to the coun- 
cil. That it was the intention of ;the legis- 
lature to give effect to the right of municipal 
control in the the act under consideration Is 
shown in its confirmation of terms already 
fixed by contract between the city and the 
companies. As tothe future, companies were 
to have mo right to the use and occupancy of 
the streets until they should obtain from the 
city council authority to that end, until con- 
tracts to be agreed upon az to terms and con- 


“A more comprehensive plan of securing 
the city in the control of the use of the streets 
for railway purposes could hardly be devised. 
The company must be ‘authorized’ by the 
city council before it can lay tracks and op- 
eraté railways in the streets. This is more 
than to designate that for which authority 
niready has been given. To authorize is to 
‘clothe with authority.’ . 

“*To give legal power to,’ is an additional 
gtant of right and power which the legisia- 
ture requires the pe On to obtain as a 
condition precedent to its use and occupation 
of the streets... This power of the city, in the

“On Feb. 21, 1861, the legislature passed 
an act incorporating the Chicago West Di- 
vision railway company for the term of 
twenty-five years, the corporation to possess 
the powers enumerated in the second, third, 
fifth, and sixth sections of the act of Feb. 
14, 1859. By sectiom 4 of the act the corpo- 
ration was authorised to acquire from the 
Chicago City railway company the powers, 
franchises, privileges, and immunities con- 
ferred upon that company, and the consent 
of the directors of said company was made 
a condition precedent .to the exercise of the 
powers conferred as to any streets of the 
south and west divisions of the city of Chi- 


cago. » 

** Before the passage of the act of 1865 a 
number of ordinances were passed conferring 
the privilege of using streets, in most cases 
with a time limit definite in character. The 
record discloses that by an agreement of July 
20, 1863, the Chicago City railway company 
had agreed to convey to the Chicago West 
Division railway company certain rolling 
stock, equipment, etc., together with ‘all 
and singular, the franchises, rights, priv- 
liege, and immunities’ of the Chicago City 
railway company in and upon certain streets, 
‘conferred, given, or granted by or under 
any or all acts of the general assembly of 
the state of Illinois, and any and all ordi- 
nances of the city of Chicago or contracts 
with the common council.’ 


Recognized Council’s Right. 

‘In this contract it was also provided that 
if at any time it should be adjudged that con- 
sent to the sale by the countil of the city of 
Chicago is, or was, necessary to secure to the 
grantee company the rights and privileges 
embraced in the contract, the grantor com- 
pany would do all in its power, by reasonable 
and proper effort, to secure such consent of 
the common council. 

“ By the deed of transfer of July 30, 1863, 
the grantor company conveyed its rights 
privileges, and franchises in the use and oc- 
cupation of certain streets, ‘to have and to 
hold the above bargained and granted prem- 
ises and property to the party of the second 
part, etc., for and during all the time whicb 
the said party of the first part might hold, 
exercise, and enjoy the same under its pres- 
ent charter and any and all extensions there- 
of.” 
“On Dec. 18, 1859, the Chicago City railway 
company, by agreement, gave to the North 
Chicago City railway company permission 
and authority to make, construct, and use 
for twenty-four years tracks, etc., as might 
be necessary to extend its railway southerly 
to such points in the south and west divisions 
along certain streete ‘ag the party of the 
first part (Chicago City railway company) has 
been, or may be, authorized to make and have 


the same.’ 
City’s Right to Limit Term. 


“ Thus it clearly appears, at least up to the 
passage of the act of 1865, that legislation 
upon the subject recognized and enforced 
the right and authority of the city to fix the 
term during which the streets might be occu- 
pied by street railway companies. The legis- 

“lature had.confirmed the ordinance of the 
elty fixing the term at twenty-five years, and 
until the city should see fit to purchase the 
property of the railway company. It had 
required the companies to obtain the author- 
ity of the city before using the streets, such 
usé to be upon terms and conditions and with 
euch rights and privileges as the city had 
or might thereafter prescribe by contract 
with the companies. 

“We find no intention evidenced in the 
legislative action thus far to prevent the 
municipal authorities from exercising the 
important and far reaching authority of fix- 
ing by contract with the persons or cor- 
porations to whom franchises are granted 
by the state the term during which the oocu- 
pancy shall continue. 

“ This feature of the right to use the streets, 
it need hardly be said, is of most vital im- 
portance to both parties. Some latitude of 
time is essential to the value and stability 
of the investment to be made. An unduly 
long period might conclude municipal action 
when changing conditions and. growing popu- 
lation demanded it in the public interest. 


Takes Up Act of 1865. 


“ We come now to the act of 1865. Doesits 
interpretation justify the contention that by 
its terms the state took from the local aun- 
thorities the control which had been ‘there. 
tofore recognized the right and authority to 
determine upon what terms and for what 
length of time the railways might occupy the 
streets, and without other consideration than 
the building, equipment, and operation of the 
toads conferred upon the companies the right 
to use and occupy for ninety-nine years to 
come the streets of the city which might 
thereafter be designated by the city council, 
and confirmed without qualification for that 
term the right to use and occupy the streets 
ee in contracts already made with the 
city 

“We may premise, before taking up this 
act for more detailed consideration, that it 
is @ firmly established rule, which wé shal! 
have occasion to refer to tater on 
in this discussion, but which must ‘be 
borne in mind as we enter upen the 
consideration of this act, that one who as- 
serts private rights in public property under 
grants of the charter of those under consid- 
eration, must, If he would establish them, 
come prepared to show that they have been 
conferred in plain terms, for nothing 
by the grant except it be clearly pd ed or 
necessarily implied. 


What Act of 1865 Provided. 
“The first section of the act of 1865 was 
effectual to extend the corporate Mfeof the 
two companies created by the atts of 
1850 and 1861 from twenty-five. to 
ninety-nine years each. The. second 
section authorizes the construction and 
maintenance of street railways in the

" to the deeds and acts of transfer of 
ts, privileges, and franchises, as well 2¢ 
the contract rights secured from the city, the 
act declar@ they ‘ shall be deemed and held 
and continued In force during the Mfe hereof, 
as valid and effectual, to all intents and pur- 
poses, as if made a part, and the same are 
hereby made a part of said several acts.’ 


What Does It Mean? 


“ What does this mean? It cannot operate 
to extend the contract rights and privileges 
obtained directly m the city. before. or 
after the nsfer by one company to the 
other ninety-nine years, for as to these the 
act distinctly declares that the contracts, 
stipulations, licenses, and undertakings, be- 
tween the council and the companies shall 
stand ‘as made or amended.’ This declara- 
tion is in the past tense, and can have no ref- 
erence by any fair construction to future en- 
gagements. 

“The contracts by this clause in all their 
terms, including time limits, are written into 
the original acts of 1859 and 1861, as if made 
@ part thereof. Much discussion has been 
had as to the proper interpretation of the 
ambiguous expression ‘ during the life here- 
of.’ For the companies it is insisted that its 
meaning is to extend all franchises and con- 
tracts, and whether the latter have been or 
may hereafter be made to the end of the 
ninety-nine years, so as to give the railways 
the franchise to use the streets for that period 
by an irrevocable grant, irrespective of any 
Mmitations by state or municipal action sub- 
sequently undertaken. , 


Inconsistent with State Law. 


*“ To give this act the construction. insisted 
on by the co is inconsistent with the 
policy of the state, declared in the act of 
1869, which ratified the ordinance of 1858, 
and gave additional rights in the streets only 
upon obtaining the consent of the city. It 
practically reads out of the act the preceding 
clause of the very section under considera- 
tion, which expressly recognizes the au- 
thority of the city council to control the use 
of the streets by contracts which it has made 
or may make in the future. 

“To gay that contracts, the terms and con- 
ditions of which are left to agreement with 
the city, could only be made upon terms of 
extension to ninety-nine years, is to nullify 
in an important particular the powers con~- 
ferred in the act. The construction con- 
tended for requires us to ignore or entirely 
change the sense of terms establishing the 
contracts as made, and requires an interpre- 
tation which applies to the future what is 
specifically stated to be meant for the past. 
It does violence to the rule contended for 
by counsel for the companies, that words 
are to be considered in their ordinary sig- 
nification, and every part of the statute, if 
practicable, given meaning in harmony with 
its other provisions upon the subject. 

“It is urged that the words ‘as made or 
amended’ must have reference to the future 
and were intended to give a prospective op- 
eration to the act and to read into all con- 
tracts thereafter to be made as well av there- 
tofore made, a right to use the streets with- 
out the consent of the city for the extended 
period. And it is said that this is particularly 
shown. by the use of the words ‘ as amended.’ 
But this expression was used in the seventh 
paragraph of the act of 1859, vesting in the 
corporations the rights and privileges grant- 
ed by the ordinances of the common council 
‘and the amendments thereto.’ The ordi- 
nance of Aug. 16, 1858, was itself an amend- 
ment of prior municipal legislation 

* The purpose of the act of 1865 was tocon- 
tinue as made the former contracts with 
their amendments. If it was intended to ex- 
tend all past contracts and licenses for the 
use of the streets to the term of ninety-nine 
years, and to require the city council to enter 
tinto no new engagements for termes and con- 
ditions which should not extend to that 
period, it would have been easy to give ex- 
pression to such purpose in plain words and 
not resort: to language which, as stated in one 
of the briefs of the learned counsel for the 
companies, is ‘unusual and more or less 
figurative.’ 


Would Be an Anomaly. 


“If the words used have no effect to control 
the right of future contract, but do extend the 
term of the contracts made to ninety-nine 
years, then we may have the anomalous sit- 
uation of some contracts for short and some 
for long terms in ‘the same system of rail- 
roads. 

“ It ig true that we are to consider the situ- 
ation as it was when the act was passed, and 
not in the light of the eubsequent growth and 
development of the city. But in 1865 the 
policy of local control of the streets for rail- 
way purposes had been declared and acted 
upon. So radical a departure as is contended 
for must be found in terms plainly stated and 
clearly defined. | 

‘*It is contended that unless the construc- 
tion insisted upon for the companies is given 
to the act no force or effect is given to the 
expression, ‘during the life hereof,’ and a 
well recognized rule is invoked that all parts 
of this law must be given force and effect in 
interpreting its meaning. While it is incum~ 
bent upon those claiming under a public 
grant, as we have already stated, to make out 
the rights contended for by terms which 
clearly and unequivocally convey them, and 
it is enough to deny the privilege contended 
for, if, upon conaidering the act, the mind 
rests in doubt and uncertainty as to whether 
they are intended to be conferred, we think 
this act can be given a construction which 
shall give some Meaning and effect to the 
words, * during the life hereof.’ 

“Titerally construed, the phrase would 
mean for the life of theact. It has been sug- 
gested that it may mean until the corpora- 
tions, by forfeiture or otherwise, go out of 
existence, but these meanings do not seem to 
aid the purpose manifested in the law, and 
meaningiess phrases are not supposed to be 
used to express the legislative will. 

“ Bearing in mind that the franchises grant- 


ed came from the state, the nature and extens |

Only Corporate Life Extended. 
“The first part of this act has 


the franchise granted by the state as con- 
ferring the right to use and occupy the 
streets by permission from the city, the act 

be consistently held to extend and vali- 
date the deeds of transfer as conveying a 
continued right to such franchise for the ex- 
tended period of the lives of the corporations. 

“This construction gives some weight and 
force to this ambiguous expression, and, tak- 
ing the entire act together, is more consist- 
ent with the legislative purpose expressed 
than is the one put forward, which ignores 
the reference to the contracts in their orig- 
inal form and extends them all for ninety- 
nine years, while the act declares they shal! 
not be disturbed as made. 

“It is not to be understood that the inter- 
pretation herein suggested frees the judicial 
mind from doubt as to the meaning of this 
act, any more than its ambiguous and con- 
tradictory phrases could have impressed 
upon the legislative understanding the mean- 
ing now contended for by the companies. It 


is the application of the settled rule of in-. 


terpretation to such grants which invalidates 
the claims made for it, rather than any 
clear and satisfactory interpretation which 
has been suggested by counselor arrived at 
by the court. 


Agrees with State Policy. 


“ This construction is in harmony with the 
policy of the state, as evidenced in its prior 
legislation on the subject and In the earlier 
part of the section under consideration; it 
gives some meaning to all parts of the act 
ané makes its provisions consistent with each 
other, It preserves local control of streets 
for railway purposes, which the legislature 
in all of the acts under consideration has 
sought to protect. 

** Considering the act ag a whole, it has the 
effect to extend the life of the corporation to 
ninety-nine years and to authorize the use 
of the streets of Chicago, with the consent 
and upon terms agreed upon with the coun- 
cll, and this right may be acquired in like 
manner during the extended life of the cor- 
poratione for such periods as may be con- 
tracted for. Contracts already made are af- 
firmed as made. The transfers between the 
companies are validated. 

“ Further contracts may be entered into 
and amendments made without resort to 
new legislation empowering corporations as 
the right of amendment is given, reserving 
the right of modification or repeal, by a ma- 
jority of the aldermen elected or act of the 
general assembly, of the right to chargé a 
higher rate than 5 cents. 


Proven by Act of 1867. 


“While it is true that if by the act the 
state had conferred a grant of the right to 
use the streets for the period of ninety nine 
years, entitled to the protection of the con- 
tract clause of the constitution, such right 
could not be impaired by any subsequent 
legislation, it:is worthy of note, as showing 
the continuous legislative policy of the state, 
that in the act of March, 1867, amending 
the charter of the city of Chicago, it was 
provided that no grant of the right to use 
the streets should be given or those already 
given extended, unless by a vote of three- 
fourths of all the aldermen elected, and that 
no grant, consent, or permission theretofore 
given or made, or thereafter given, should 

any case be extended until withtn one 
year of the expiration of the grant, consent, 
or permission, and in case of veto by the 
mayor sueh grant or permission should re- 
ceive the vote of three-fourths of the alder- 
men. This act shows a consistent policy of 
local control and is inconsistent with the 
theory of a grant already made for use of 
the streets for ninety-nine years. 


Much in Company’s Claim. 


“In reaching the conclusions herein stated 
as to the proper construction of the act of 
1865, amending the act of 1850, we are not un- 
mindful of the fact that much can be said in 
favor ofthe view contended for by the learned 
counsel for the companies. The construction 
of this act, as we have said, is by no means 
free from-difficulty, 

“It is true that Gov. Oglesby, in his mes- 
sage returning this act with his veto, gave it 
a construction which would maintain the 
right to use the streéts for the period of nine- 
ty-nine years. While his construction was 
assumed rather than demonstrated, and the 
stress of his argument was upon the impro- 
priety and constitutional invalidity of thus 
postponing the right of the city to purchase, 
it may be admitted that his interpretation of 
the act sustains the view contended for by 
the companies. 

“But, as we have said, the act upon its 
face is ambiguous and uncertain. We must 
judge of it by the terms in which it is ex- 
pressed. A construction can be given it which 
would extend all the contracts with the city 
for the term of ninety-nine years. On the 
other hand, it can be maintained with at least 
equal force that, notwithstanding the gov- 
ernors view, it affirmed the contracts as 
made, thus distinctly recognizing the compar- 
atively short term of twenty-five years, for 
which they expressly stipulated. 

“It must be, therefore, uncertain whether 
the legislators voted for this act upon one 
conetruction of the other. It may be that the 
very ambiguity of the act was the means of 
securing its passage. Legislative grants of 
this character should be in such unequivocal 
form of that the legislative ming 
may be distinctly impressed with their char-

In this view the ex- 
tended life of the corporations created by the 
first section must be read into the charter of 
the North Chicago City railway company, 
created by the tenth section. 

“The rule is correctly stated in Endlich 
on statutes. section 204, as follows: 

“4 statute which ts amended ie thereafter, and as 
to all acts subsequently done, to be construed as if 
the amendment had always been there, and the 
amendment itself so thoroughly becomes a part of 
the original statute, that it must be construed in 
view of the original etatute as it stands after the 
amendments are introduced and the matters super- 
seded by the amendments eliminated. 

“ This view is strengthened by the language

Provision of Act Is Plain. 


“We have no doubt that this act was in- 
tended to apply to the North Chicago City 
railway company as well as to the companies 
specifically covered in the first section of 
the act.

The 
affirmance of these rights and privileges gave 
them the sanction and made them part of the 
legislative act. Afterwards certain of the 
rights and privileges of the Chicago City rail- 
way company were transferred by the deed 
of July 30, 1863, as stated in said conveyance, 
to the Chicago West Division railway com- 
pany. This deed of transfer is confirmed by 
the act of 1866. 

“Later the system of railways was ex- 
tended under ordinances of the city and with 
the assent of village boards of trustees, It 
ie the contention of the receivers that by 
reason of the premises the railway companies 
became entitled to operate the entire system 
for the extended period of the act of 1865, 
for ninety-nine years, and thereafter until 
the city of Chicago shall lawfully purchase 
all of the said railways, property, equiprfiient, 
and appurtenances, and pay for the same in 
cash at itasthen appraised value. 

“It is the contention of the city that this 
extension of the right to purchase by virtue 
of the ordinance of 1858, megoige ody, the act 
of 1859, and the amendment of » Must be 
confined to the streets covered by the ordi- 
nance of 1858. 


Court Denies Railroad Claim. 


“That the right to use streets under the 
ordinance of 1858 was extended to all sub- 
sequently acquired rights to use the streets 
under the new contracts, so that the right 
would continue until purchase be made of the 
entire property of both systems of railway, 
we cannot coneede. It does violence to thé 
language of the ordinance of 1858, which, by 
its terms, is limited to the railways therein 
and thereby provided for, and would be an 
extension of corporate privileges by implica- 


tion, in violence of the settled rule to which 


we have had occasion to refer in the principal 


discussion.

APPOINTMENT OF WASHINGTON 
POSTMASTER MADE ON MERIT. 


Minor Morris Incident Not Cause of 

Elevation of President’s Assistant 
Secretary —. General - Ability “as 
Shown in White House Work 
Proves Him Fit for Place—Opposi- 
tion to Confirmation Not Sufficient 
to Cause Alarm, 


Washington, D. C.; April 2.—{Special.]— 
For many years the residents of the District 
of Columbia have been engaged in a hopeless 
fight for home rule in the matter of all local 
appointments. They haVe insisted that the 
people who live here and pay the taxes ought 
to furnish the matérial for filling all kinds 
of local offices. They have no votes and no 
political influence and their claims generally 
have been disregarded in important particu: 
lars by almost every president. 


Roosevelt Follows Old Custom. 
The present postmaster of Washington 
was not a resident here in the ordinary sense 
and neither will the new one be. When 
President Roosevelt appointed his assistant 
secretary, Benjamin F. Barnes, to be post- 
master of Washington, he merely followed 
the custom of picking an outside man, on 
the theory that the Washington postoffice is 
a national and not.a local affair. 

The affair has produced the usual how! 
from the local merchants and newspapers. It 
is not unsatisfactory to the republican mem- 
bers of congress, who generally are com- 
mitted to the absentee theory of appoint- 
ments for the District of Columbia, . Mr. 
Barnes was an admirable official at the White 
house and had acquired a reputation for 
courtesy and unflagging ability which stood 
him in good stead when the Mrs, Minor Mor- 
ris incident occurred. i 

The president’s visitor unquestionably was 
hysterical and importunate. It would have 
been a risky thing to permit any such caller 
to have seen the president, and the assistant 
secretary or any other official who had done 
so would have beén tarred and feathered if 
a tragedy had resulted from his indiscretion. 

Mrs. Morris, however, was a woman and as 
such was entitled to unusual consideration, 
There might have been a congressional in- 
vestigation had it not been that nine out of 
ten members of congress knew Assistant 
Secretary Barnes and were fully acquainted 
with the gentleness and imnate courtesy 
which are a part of his character. 


Will Be Confirmed. 

There is no doubt of the confirmation of 
Mr. Barnes. His record is good and almost 
all the republican senators, including those 
from his own state, will support him without 
hesitation. The democrats will not oppose 
him seriously, although Tillman and one or 
two others probably will make speeches on 
the subject in executive session. So far as 
the general public is concerned, the appoint- 
ment has not aroused the slightest interest 
except among a few local politicians, several 
of whom were candidates for the place. 


PHILIPPINES CASE REVERSED. 


Supreme Court Decides It Has Jurisdic- 
tion in Action for Divorce and 
Alimony, 


Washington, D. C., April 2.—In the case 
of Aguedo Bendicto de la Rama vs. Esteban 
de la Rama, the action of the Supreme court 
of the Philippine islands was reversed. This 
was an action for divorce and dlimony insti- 
tuted by Mrs. de la Rama agaipst her hus- 
ban@ on charges of infidelity. The Philip- 
pine courts decided neither was entitled to a 
divorce, and the wife brought the case to 
this court. 

The important question decided was that of 
jurisdiction. Justice Brown, who- delivered 
the opinion’of the court, admitted that to be 
a delicate point, but«held that, as the prop- 
erty involved in the case exceeded $25,000 in 
value, the court igjustified in considering the 
question. Justices’White, Peckham, Holmes, 
and Day dissented. 

The case of the atate of Wisconsin va. Secre- 
tary Hitchcock, involving the claim of the 
national government to dispose of the echool 
sections in the La Pointe Indian reservation 
in Wisconsin, was decided by the Supreme 
court in favor of the govermment, The opin- 
ion was by Justice Harlan and dismissed the 
application for a writofenjoinder. The case

CONSTITUTIONAL FEATURES. 


Declares It Is Not Necessary to Valid- 
ity of Measure That It Contain Pro. 
vision fer Court Review—Nelson 
Replies to Knox That Without Spe- 
cific Authority for Such\ Action 
There Are Three Methods by Which 
Appeal May Be Taken. 


Washington, D. CC, April 2.~The amenéd- 
ment to the house railroad rate bill, agreed 
upon at the White house on Saturday by 
friends of the bill, providing for a limited 
review of orders of the int tate commerce 
e senate today 
by Mr. Long of Kansas, but he was not able 
to get the floor to make his speech on the bill 

The principal speech today was made by 
Mr. Fulton of Oregon, who spoke for the 
bill. It was a legal argument bearing upon 
the constitutional questions involved. The 
principal point he desired to make was that 
it was not necessary to the validity of the 
bill that it contain a specific provision for a 
court review. 

Mr, Fulton said if the commission's rate 
Was extortionate there was no means in the 
bill for the shipper to find relief. Mr. Aldrich 
interjected that he would not givé his sup- 
port to the bill unless equa! rights were given 
the shipper and the railroad. 

Mr, Fulton said, hqwever, that was not the 
heart of the controversy and that the ship- 
per has no fear that the commission will 
raise rates above the present rates fixed by. 
the railroads. 


Wants Equal Rights for All. 


Mr. Fulton said if he thought the omission 
of a specific method of review would work a 
particle of damage to the rallroads he would 
not favor the bill. In a brief colloquy with 
Mr. Teller it. was stated by Mr. Fulton that 
he desired to limit the court review to. the 
constitutional right of the carrier. 

Mr. Nelson followed with an argument to 
show that the omission of a yrovision for re- 
view would not, under the proposed law, be 
unconstitutional, He replied especially to Mr. 
Knox, and said that even without explicit 
authority for review there were three meth- 
ods by which an appeal from a decision of the 
commission may be taken. This authority is 
given under the judiciary act of 1887, he said, 
and it also may be exercised under the con- 
stitutional right to take the matter to the 
courts in case an unreasonable rate is fixed. 
In the third place, the bill itself implies sucb 
an appeal. 

The courts, he declared, were possessed of 
no inherent right to regulate rates, and Mr. 
Nelson argued that congress should not be 
subrogated to them. He called attention to 
the fact that, notwithstanding the legal ten- 
der act did not make provision for review, 
parties aggrieved under it had no difficulty in 
finding a channel leading to the courts. 


Personal Liability Bill Passed. 


Chief among the measures passed by the 
house today was the so-called “ personal 
Hability bill,”” which has been favored by 
the railway employés throughout the coun- 
try, and which had practio&lly a unanimous 
report from the committee. 

Another measure changing existing law 
was the bill permitting the fortification of 
eweet wines and levying a tax of 8 cents a 
gallon on all wines thus fortified,

needs. 


HOW TO GET MORE CARS. 
Judge Mack holds the ordinance forbid- 
ding the overcrowding of street cars invalid 
because of the excessive penalites imposed 
for its violation. The judge says the coun- 
cil endeavored to compel the furnishing of ° 


| cars sufficient to accommodate the’ public. 


He concedes that its purpose was praise- 
worthy, but holds that it did not go about the 
matter the right way. If the city has the 
right under the police power, saye the 
judge, to compel the running of more cars 
there are legitimate methods under which. 
the rights of the public can bé protected, but 
the imposition of excessive penalties is not 
among them. 

There is a method of getting additional 
cars which will be more effective than the 
one hatched out by the council; and heartily | 
approved by the mayor: It sto give the} 
companies increased facilities\for running 
ears. If they were allowed to trolleyize 
their cable lines they would be in a position 
where they could run many more cars than 
they do. If the conipanies should reftje to 
put them in service when manifestly able to 
do so, the police power of the city at 
be exerted so efficaciously as to make, fhem 
perform their duty. 

The care are abominally overcrowded. 
The people demand relief, and should have 
it. The council trifies with them when it 
attempts to fine the companies for not put- 
ting on cars which it will not let them put 
on. The council has refused to do anything 
of # practical nature to lessen the’ over 
crowding of the street cars, That is the 
gubstance of Judge Mack’s opinion. 

Manifestly the city needs a more intelli- 
gent and public spirited body of aldermen.

Until vas 
overthrow of the temporal sovereignty in 
1870 it was a mounted corps, but since that 
time ite horses have been done away with, 
and although its members still wear the 
breeches, big jackboots, an@ spurs of the 
cavairyman, there are many of them who 
have never straddled a horse in their life. 
Their duties nowadays are almost ex- 
clusively ornamental, the actual guarding 
being done by the Swiss guard, : which fs a 
more ancient Institution, dating back as far 
as the days of Michael Angelo, who designed 
ites queer medieval uniform. Still, the noble

In its inception it’ wag decided to restrict 
the membefship of the noble guard exclusive- 
ly to Scions of ‘the patrician families of 
Rome, that is to say, of families whose 
names figured in| the “Golden Book of 
Rome,”’ compiled some 800 years ago, and 
which includes only those who at the time 
could show a noble ancestry, extending back 
twoormorecenturies. But this was foind im- 
practicable, and nowadays men areadmitted 
to the noble guard whose nobility ie of re- 
cent origin. From the time of its creation 
WAtilcas few .months: ago its abmmani’ was. 
vested in. the hands of one or another of the 
prinées of the brated» fiotuse of Altieri, 
but since the death of Don Paolo of that ilk, 
who left a son barely 20 years of age, it has 
been commanded by Pri Rospigiiosi, of 
the senior branch -of that ancient family, 
and whose mother, who died about six years 
ago, was one of the best known figures at 
Rome,’ where she rue ruled society, her 
salon being for more than half a century the 
most famous in all‘Italy. | 

‘Rospigtiosi palace at Rome ts grand, is full 
of art treasures, chief among which is the 
celebrated ‘“‘Aurora,’””’ by Guido Both 
branches of the Rospigliosi family make 
thelr homes in this palace, although the 
senior branch belongs to thé so-called 
“black aristocracy,’ and continues its 
temporal allegiance to the pope, declining 
to cross the threshold of the quirinal, where- 
as the other branch, known as the Pallavicini 
branch, belongs: tothe *“ white aristocracy ”’ 
and is devoted to the reigning house of Italy, 
the mother of the chief of this branch having 
been for more than twenty-five years one of 
the ladies in waiting to Queen Margherita.

It 
was Princess Ena. They became acquainted. 
They met again. They talked. My god- 
daughter is so intelligent. Love soon comes 
about. In the young king it fired up witb 
irresistible enthusiasm. It was not I who 
made this marriage. It was a case of love 
and nothing elée.’’

Empress Bugénie thus confirms the stories 
of the failure of the young king and “ Prin- 
cess Patsey ’’ to entertain any sympathy for 
each other. Empress. Eugénie has been 
acoused of many things, of having made the 
war against Mexico, and the war against 
Germany, and of having by ifventing the 
erinoline before the birth of the prince im- 
perial contributed to the caging of the entire 
fair sex. This is the first time that she has 
condescénded to make any reply or to seek

‘mon definitions of socidlism include some 
‘things which ‘cannot fairly be described as 
socialistic, and that some of them beg the

All parties are necessarily the 
final judges of their owm principles, and ail 
parties neceasarily assume that those prin- 
ciples are for the public good.

that, except in its philosophical

eral resistance to autocracy. In Italy and 
France it has been even more active in the 
crusade againet clericalism and militarism 
than in extending the field of government con- 
trol of utilities. In England it deals toa great 
.degree.with extensions of municipal] trading, 
with old age pensions and with kindred sub- 
jects. But what ie it in the United States? 
How do socialists interpret their principles 
in relation to the political and economic is- 
sues now before the American people? Pre- 
cisely what would they do if they were in 
control of the government?

Compilations of new capital issues made 
here in March showed a total of less than 
$100,000,000, compared with $277,500,000 in 
February and $122,114,000 ip January. This 
decided shrinkage is the natural response 
to the torpid state into which the bond mar- 
ket has fallen as a result of the large previous 
additions to the supplies offering. In the 
same connection, several offerings made 
within the last few days by railroad com- 
panies of note issues with authorized bonds 
as collateral are attracting attention. 

This was a device resorted to by the rail- | 
roads on a large scale during the last previous 
period when the bond issue became un- 
salable. The dissolution last week of the 
Pennsylvania convertible bond syndicate 
formed to underwrite the $100,000,000 issue a 
year ago was réported to have resulted in 
the distribution of 40 per cent of the issue 
unsold to its members. The liquidation of 
this bond was considered to be a consequence 
of the dissolution of the syndicate. 

The weakness of Consolidated Gas 
settled the market temporarily, but the 
flurry to 10 per cent in the money rate was 
practically ignored. Overconfident borrpw- 
ers left their requirements uncovered early 
in the day and the rate was bid up on them. 
The market closed strong, a humber of stocks 
rising vigorously,
